The government must employ hand 
presses instead of steam presses, in its 
printing office, in the interest of labor. 
Machinery is taking the place of human 
labor. It must go. 
Clothing 19 made 
by machinery, from tho weaving of the 
cloth to the sewing of the seams. 
The 
laboring man can get n suit of good 
clothes for §20. 
When the machines are 
abolished, he cannot get cloth goods at 
any price, but must go back to sheep 
skins. 
Coal is taken from the mines by 
machinery. 
When 
the machines are 
broken, and, and the railroad machines 
that interfere with the employment of 
walking carriers, coal will sell at §100 a 
ton. We shall not have gas in our streets 
at night cr water pipes in our homes. 
We 
shall 
have to make our 
own 
candles, or rather taliow-dips since we 
shall not use moulds. We shall pay 
more for our wheat and corn when the 
agricultural machines are smashed, an I 
more for our pork when the packing 
machinery is destroyed. 
When steam 
presses go, a few hundred copies cf each 
newspaper will be all we can have; the 
price must go up, and the expenses and 
therefore the interest of the newspaper 
must go down. 
We shall have no 
stoves, no window-glass, no carpets, no 
matches, none of these things that make 
the life of the poorest day laborer mfin 
itely more comfortable than the life < 
royalty: —M i’wa akee Sentinel. 
This paragraph illustrates the spirit cf 
these “ labor reformers” who are seeking 
to abolish not only the contract labor in 
prisons, but likewise seeking to break 
down the machinery engaged in the use 
of the United istatts end of the states. 
There labor reformers through the aid of 
the demagogues in New York, have suc­ 
ceeded in fdeucing most or tho machin­ 
ery employed in the prisons of that state, 
They are seeking to do for Wisconsin 
what has been done for New York. 
O feoursetheyw .il not succeed, but 
the effort illustrates the temper of many 
of the labor organizations in tho large 
cities.

The Export Society of Germany has de­ 
cided to build tho ‘‘Floating Exhibition 
Palace of Germany,” having raised 5,b00,- 
000 marks for tho purpose. 
It proposes to 
build a ship to IK3 callo I tho Kaiser W il­ 
helm. which will be the work of German 
shipyards. 
According to plans, tho ship 
will be 564 feet long. Got feet wide, and 46 
feet deep. 
It will have four engines pro­ 
pelling as many screws. 
The m aterial will 
1 e principally German steel. 
Tho cost of a 
two years’ tour is estimated at 3,150,000 
marks. 
The income from the rented space 
—1.000 to 1.200 m arks for each booth— 
and from sales will be, it is thought, a1 
least 7,260,800 marks, leaving a I alanee of 
4,100,800, or over 2,000,000 marks annually 
—a pretty sum on the pages of the ledger. 
Emperor William it is said lias promise I 
ilia aid to the1 enterprise, and it is hop I 
hat the vessel will sail from Hamburg o: 
her first voyage in the spring of UDO.

Tho President Transm its D ocum ents D e­ 
scribing Outrages by Germans. 
W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 3 1 .— The President 
las sent to Congress additional correspond- 
mce relative to Samoan affairs, accom­ 
panied by the following message: 
“ I had tho honor on tho loth inst, to 
communicate to your honorable body cer­ 
tain correspondence and documents iii rela­ 
tion to affairs iii the Samoan islands, and 
Slaving since received further dispatches 
from tho vice-consul at Apia and the com­ 
mander of tho United States naval vossel 
Nipsic in those waters I lose no time in lay- 
•ng them before you. 
I also transmit here­ 
with tho full text of instructions from 
Prince von Bismarck to tho Gorman min­ 
ister at this capital. 
This appears to lie an 
amplification of prior telegraphic instruc­ 
tion on tile same subject, and which was 
lilly laid before Congress with my last 
message in relation to Samoan affairs. 
’ It is also proi or to inform you that on 
Monday, tho 28th inst., the occasion of tho 
communication of tho note of the Prince 
Chancellor, tho Secretary of State was 
given to understand by the German Minis­ 
ter that a proposition from his government 
to tiiat of the I nited States for a confer­ 
ence on Hie Samoan subject was on its way 
by mail, having left Berlin on the 20th 
inst., so that its arrival hero in duo course 
of mail can bo looked for in a very short 
time. 
In reply to an inquiry from tho Sec­ 
retary of State whether tho proposition re­ 
ferred to was for a renewal of tho joint 
conference between tho United States, Ger­ 
many and Great Britain, which was sus­ 
pended in J uly, 1887, or for the considera­ 
tion of Samoan affairs ab novo, the Ger­ 
man Minister stated his inability to answer 
until tho proposition which left Berlin on 
tho 20th inst. should have been received. 
‘‘I shall hereafter communicate to 
the 
Congress 
all 
information before me in 
relation to the Samoan status.” 
“Grover Cleveland. ” 
O utraces by German .Sailors. 
Tho correspondence 
accompaning tho 
message gives an amplified account of 
tho recent events in Samoa, an outline of 
which has already been published. 
It 
opens with M w -Consul Blacklock’s ac­ 
count of tho m altreatment of natives and 
the beating of tho marshal of the consul’s 
office by 15') drunken sailors 
from a 
German man-of-war on Doc. lo and IO. 
On Dec. ll') and 22 the consul arranged a 
meeting of 
tho three consuls 
at 
tho 
German consulate, but nothing could bo 
done, as tho German consul 
said he had 
lost so many men ho must 
now take tho 
m atter in his own hands and revenge their 
losses. 
On Jan. I. tho vice consul says, Capt. 
Mullan, having w ritten to the captain of 
tho German vessel which seized tho Ameri­ 
can boat the other day, received a reply to 
tho effect that t hero was no flag Hying on 
tho boat; this is not true, as the boat was 
seen from this office, also by others in other 
parts of tho town, plainly Hying tho Amer­ 
ican Hag. 
Capt. Mullen, on the same date, writes: 
“ I am of the opinion that our Govern­ 
ment should have at this point more ves­ 
sels, especially ut this time. 
I have caused 
to bo posted in the town of Apia a notice— 
to-wit:, that the lives of all American citi­ 
zens will find protection on board this ves­ 
sel under my command, aud that at the 
first intimation or outburst of hostilities in 
Apia I shall land my force for the protec­ 
tion of their property.” 
B ism arck’s Letter. 
The last letter is one from Prince Bis­ 
marck to Count von Arco Valley, detailing 
the “ unprovoked attack” of natives, under 
tho leadership of tho American Klein, 
upon a German naval force “ which had 
landed at tho requisition of tho imperial 
consul for the protection of German settle­ 
ments which were endangered by the con- 
llicts between tile native parties.” 
Tho 
letter continues: 
“ In consequence of this we have been 
transplanted from tho territory of media­ 
torial negotiations by which tho imperial 
consul in Apia was trying to reconcile tho 
contending parties, and for which he Had 
sought the co-operation of his English and 
American colleagues, into a state of war 
with tho assailants to our regret. 
We 
shall carry on tho contest which has been 
forced upon us by Mataafa and his follow 
ers with the utmost consideration for En­ 
glish and American interests. Our military 
measures have in view only tho punishment 
of the murders of German soldiers and tho 
protection of our countrymen and their 
property. 
As they on their part are at war 
with Tamasese our interference will neces­ 
sarily assume tho c haracter of assistance to 
Tamasese. 
In tho endeavor for tho just 
punishment of a murderous crime wo hope 
for tho co-operation of the treaty powers 
in Samoa iii friendship with us, aud we ask 
the government of tho United States to be 
good enough to furnish the consuls and tho 
commander of its ships of w ar in Samoa 
with suitable instructions. 
Our armed 
forces there are instructed to avoid and 
prevent all injury to neutral commerce and 
property, and to adopt measures of reprisal 
anil destruction only against tho followers 
of the party which initiated tho contest 
against our troops by a murderous attack. 
We shall of courso abido by tho agree­ 
ments with America aud England with 
respect to Samoa, and pay duo regard 
under all circumstances to tho rights of 
those powers as established by treaty. ’ ’ 
H ie D ebate in tho Senate. 
The Samoan amendments to tho consular 
bill were further discussed in the Senate by 
Messrs. 
Dolph 
and 
Reagan. 
Mr 
Dolph 
spoke 
of 
the 
im port­ 
ance of Samoa to the United States and 
showed Germany had used force in securing 
a foothold. 
He said German interferanco 
had deprived Malietoa of his kingdom. Ho 
thought we should protect the rights of a 
legitimate sovereign in Samoa. 
Somo defi­ 
nite policy should be assumed aud we should 
not acquiesce in Germany’s attem pt to con­ 
trol the island. 
He saw no good reason 
why, if necessary, and if requested by the 
Samoan people, an American protectorat? 
should not Le established over them. 
Mr. Reagan said that no American citi­ 
zen could read tho correspondence without 
feeling humiliation to see the rights of tho 
United States brutally overridden and trod­ 
den down by German subalterns while the 
German prime minister was professing 
friendship and a desire to m aintain proper 
relations with the Government of the United 
States. 
He thought tho proposed amend­ 
ments were too feeble 
to vindicate tho 
rights of the American people in tho mat- 
I tor, aud added: 
I 
“ If we believe that we have rights 
rrhich have been violated we should assert 


he regards himself as powerless to vmaicat * 
the rights of the United States.” 
A t tho close of Mr. Reagan’s speech the 
Senate went into executive session and aft­ 
erward adjourned.

charge entered Clayton’s head. 
He sank 
on tho floor, dying instantly. 
It was 
thought at first that a lamp hail exploded, 
until Clayton was seen to fall, when some 
one called out: “ He is killed.” Tho excite­ 
ment was intense. 
The little village was 
aroused and crowds of people flocked to 
the hotel. 
Search was made for the assas­ 
sin, but no trace of him could be found. 
Tho excitement is stiff at fever heat. 
John 
M. Clayton lived at Pine Bluff, Jefferson 
county, where ho owned a large plantation. 
Ho Is a brother of Gen. Powell Clayton. He 
was about 45 years of age.

Springfield, 111., Jan. 31.—When the 
House met Wednesday morning Mr. Meyer 
of Cook, in accordance with tho notice of 
Tuesday, moved ^to reconsider the vote by 
which the emergency clause of the bill pro­ 
viding for the incidental expenses of the 
Thirty-sixth General Assembly was de­ 
feated. 
He endeavored to conciliate the 
Democratic side by explaining that while 
the title of the bill contained also the words 
and 
for the 
care 
and 
custody of 
the State 
House 
and 
grounds,” 
it 
really 
only 
made 
an 
appropria­ 
tion 
for the 
incidental expenses of 
the General Assembly and made no appro­ 
priation for the State House grounds. 
He 
understood the Democratic side was op­ 
posed to tho bill only because they under­ 
stood it appropriated for tho State House 
grounds. 
As a matter of fact it did not do 
that, 
and tho objection was not valid. 
There was only a mistake in the title of tho 
bill. 
'J — 
Mr. Bradshaw thought that the gentle­ 
man from Cook had neglected Tuesday to 
give notice of his present motion for recon­ 
sideration, but the Speaker did not sustain 
his objections. 
A point of order was made by Mr. Davis 
that the bill in its title made appropriation 
for two subjects—the expenses of tho Gen­ 
eral Assembly and the care and custody of 
the State house grounds—whereas the con­ 
stitution expressly provided that “ No act 
should embrace more than one subject.” 
The speaker ruled the point of order not 
well taken at this late hour. 
Mr. Merritt of Marion wanted the ob­ 
jectionable words stricken from the bill, 
and offered an amendment to that effect, 
but it was objected to on the ground that 
the bill being on the order of third reading 
amendments were out of order The amend­ 
ment could have been made by unanimous 
consent, but this did not seem to be forth­ 
coming, as Mr. White of Whiteside, and 
Mr. Miller of Stark both thought it would 
be wiser for the House to tread in the 
traditions of tho past and pass tho bill re­ 
gardless of the discrepancy of title. 
Tho 
latter gentleman explained that it was im­ 
possible for the members to obtain necessary 
books and supplies until after the passage 
of this bill, and petty objections ought to 
be withdrawn. 
Mr. Merritt withdrew his amendment and 
the vote of the previous day having beer, re­ 
considered, a roll-call was ordered on the 
passage of the bill. 
The result was yeas 
124, nays 7, and tho bill, together with 
tho emergency clause, was passed. 
Mr. Lester called up the Senate amend­ 
ment to the bill making appropriations for 
tho employes of the Thirty-sixth General 
Assembly, reducing tho amount of the ap­ 
propriation from |100,000 so $'>0,000 and 
moved tliat the amendment be concurred 
in by the House.

Several bills were reported favorably by 
committees, prominent among which was 
the bill of Mr. Jones of Sangamon regulat­ 
ing stock yards charges and preventing ex­ 
tortion.

By Mr. Carroll, amending the 
law in regard to fire and tornado insurance 
companies. 
[It provides that all fire insur­ 
ance companies shall also havo the right to 
insure houses, growing crops, live stock, aud 
other property against damago by light­ 
ning, windstorms, hailstorms, tornadoes,and 
cyclones, provided the sum shall be clearly 
expressed in the policies]; by Mr. Kent, 
making hotels liable for damago not ex­ 
ceeding $5,000 for death of a guest caused 
by suffocation from illuminating gas; by 
Mr. Morris, enabling counties to purchase 
or condemn any dam on any stream for the 
purpose of facilitating drainage; by Mr. 
O’Toole, preventing the importation of 
armed men or associations of men into this 
State for the purposes of police duty: by 
Mr. Parker, providing for licensing the 
sale of and preventing tho evils arising 
from tho traffic in intoxicating liquors; 
also a bill to regulate tho assessment of 
notes, 
mortgages, and other 
valuable 
papers; by Mr. Towse, to regulate the 
weighing of coal at mines and establish a 
just and uniform system of weights be­ 
tween employers and employes; by Mr. 
Trench, providing that if any fire insur­ 
ance company doing business in the State 
shall enter into any agreement or combi­ 
nation with another for the purpose of 
controlling the rates of insurance tho au­ 
ditor shall revoke the license of such com­ 
pany; by Mr. O’Donnell, providing that 
every individual, company, or corporation 
shall be liable for 
all 
damages or 
injuries sustained by any person, includ­ 
ing employes, in 
consequence 
of the 
negligence, want of skill, or carelessness of 
an employe or other servant of such indi­ 
vidual, company, or corporation; and tfio 
fact that tho person injured was a co-em­ 
ploye or fellow-servant of the person caus­ 
ing such injury shall bo no defense to an 
action brought to recover for such dam­ 
ages or injuries; by Mr. Parker, regulating 
the assessment of notes, mortgages, and 
other valuable papers. 
During the introduction of bills Mr 
Haines made a remonstance against the in­ 
discriminate reference of bills to com 
mittees to which they did not belong. 
T ho Senate. 
Immediately after the reading of the 
journal the Senate took up the special or 
der, which was Senator Sheets’ resolution 
to submit to a vote of the people a consti­ 
tutional amendment prohibiting the sale of 
liquor in tho State of Illinois. 
Senator 
Sheets moved the adoption of the resolution 
and spoke an hour in support of the mo­ 
tion. 
Ho said he offered the resolution in 
accordance with his own convictions of 
right and in obedience to the instructions 
of his constituency. 
He said the resolution 
involves but one question: Shall the legal 
voters of Illinois have the privilege at the 
ballot box of saying whether the traffic 
in alcoholic beverages shall continue 
not?

LAWS FOR INDIANA. 


Senator Barrett’s Night-School Bill De* 
hated at Length. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 31.—In the 
Senate Wednesday Barrett's bill provid­ 
ing for tho maintenance of night schools in 
cities having a population of over 15,000 
inhabitants was debated at length, but no 
quorum l>eing present it was made the spe­ 
cial order for Friday afternoon. 
The bill 
requires the school trustees of such cities 
during the regular term to maintain night 
schools between the hours of 7 and 9 when­ 
ever twonty or more of the inhabitants of 
the city present a petition for such schools. 
Persons between the ages of 14 and 30 who 
are actually engaged in business or at labor 
during the day shall bo permitted to attend. 
Gov. Hovey transmitted the nomination 
of Robert Chrisholm for tho State mine 
inspector. 
Tho Republican minority made 
an effort to confirm the appointment, but 
were defeated and it was referred to the 
committee 
on 
executive appointments. 
In the House Mr. Beal’s bill providing for 
the legal adoption of children when taken 
from orphan asylums or other public 
charitable institutions was passed under 
a susj>ension of the rules. 
The 
Fields 
bill, making it a misdemeanor for saloon­ 
keepers to i>ermit boys under 
16 years 
of J ago to enter 
saloons, also passed. 
The bill giving natural-gas companies the 
right to condemn real estate was read 
a third time.

H arrisburg, Pa., Jan. 31.—The Senate 
to-day passed the prohibition amendment 
by a vote of 32 to 2.

strikers hope that,this line was also to be 
affected. 
The first car was guarded by 
police and met with no difficulty.

arise there. 
Everything Is quiet at the 
Sixth avenue stables.

on board. 
At this time there were only 
about 200 strikers in the vicinity and they 
made no attempt to molest the car. 
No 
trouble 
is reported on the Broadway, 
Fourth and Second avenuo lines. 
The first trouble occurred at 
Grand 
street and South Fifth avenuo. whero a mob 
placed a coal wagon across tho tracksuit 
front of a car. 
Tho police charged upon 
the mob, which lied in w ild disorder and the 
obstruction was removed. 
Supt. Murray says h>* will protect tho 
companies if the strike should last a year. 
Inspector Williams reports from the Sixth 
avenue stables that the crowd there is 
small and no trouble is anticipated. 
The Fourth avenue cars are running ir­ 
regularly. 
The Third avenue ran eighty 
cars all night w itliout molestation. 
The strikers dropped a bowlder into the 
Fourth avenue tunnel this morning, but it 
did no damage.

No cars have been run on 
the Belt line. 
There is much excitement 
around the stables and tho p>olice were 
telegraphed for. 
At l l o'clock a mob at Berford and Car­ 
mine streets overturned half a dozen w a­ 
gons and compelled twm ash-cart men to 
dump their loads on the track.
